You  Can  Make  A Million 


J.  Paul  Getty,  one  of  the  world’s  wealth- 
iest men,  recently  vvmte  a book  simply  en- 
titled, “How  To  Be  Ridh.” 

Students  not  interested  in  making:  money 
or  under  the  impression  the  Daily  Univei-s'e 
should  do.  better  things  than  cater  to  the 
non-spiritual  appetite  of  man  had  best  stop 
reading  this  editorial  now. 

We  are  the  first  to  agree  that  the  spirit- 
ual side  of  man  must  be  developed  but  we 
also  are  aware  of  the  importance  for  the 
average  person  to  have  a certain  amount 
of  money  if  he  is  to  succeed. 

In  his  book,  Mr.  Getty — after  writing 
a chapter  on  how  he  made,  not  his  first 
thousand  or  his  first  million  but,  “How  I 
made  lly  First  Billion” — says,  “The  door 
to  the  American  MilHonarie’s  Club  is  not 
locked.  Contrary  to  i>oi)ular  modern  belief,  it 
is  still  quite  pos.sible  for  the  successful  in- 
dividual to  make  his  million  and  more.” 

In  a chapter  entitled  “You  Can  Make  a 
Million  Today.”  Billionare  Getty  outlines  10 
giudlmes  for  tipping  the  odds  in  favor  of 
the  businessman. 

Mr.  Getty  admits,  however,  there  are  no 
absolutely  safe  or  sure-fire  formulas  for 
achieving  success  in  the  business  world. 

Briefly  his  I'ules  for  making  a great 
deal  of  the  folding  green  stuff  are : 

% Own  your  own  business.  The  man 
who  wants  to  go  into  business  for  himself 
should  choose  a field  which  he  knows  and 
understands. 


# The  businessman  should  never  lose 
sight  of  the  central  aim  of  business — to 
produce  more  and  better  goods  or  provide 
more  and  better  service  to  more  people  at 
a lower  cost. 


9 A sen.se  of  thrift  Is  essential  for  suc- 
cess in  business.  The  businessman  must 
discipline  himself  to  practice  economy  where 
ever  po.ssible. 

9 Legitimate  oppoi-tunities  for  expan- 
sion should'  never  be  ignored  or  overlooked. 
Be  on  guard  against  blind  expansion. 

9 A businesman  must  run  his  own 
business.  If  the  employees  are  expected  to 
do  as  well  as  the  lx)ss  then  they  can  hardl.v 
be  expected  to  be  employees.

We  are  all  for  school  spirit,  and  we  un- 
derstand that  interschool  rivalry  is  a natural 
offspring  of  strong  school  spirH. 

But  there  is  a limit. 

We  are  all  for  tooting  our  own  horn  and 
letting  the  world  know  we  think  we’re  the 
best  (and  we  suspect  we  are) . 

But  we  should  toot  within  reason. 

We  do  not  object  to  other  schools’  toot- 
ing their  horns  Kkewiise. 

But  if  we’re  going  to  be  reasonable,  they 
should  be  too. 

We  s.vmpatbize  with  those  who  become 
indignant  when  rival  schools  step  out  of 
line. 

But  we  condemn  retribution,  revenge 
and  retaliation,  from  either  side. 

If  the  Universit.v  of  Utali  w'ants  to  pub- 
lish a story  poking  fun  at  BYU,  that  is  their 
riglit. 

We  also  recognize  the  right  of  any  BYU 
student,  alumnus  or  friend  to  react  to  the 
story  and  rise  to  its  defense — we  would  be 
surprised  if  lie  didn’t. 

But  we  would  like  to  .[xiint  out  a few 
dificulties  of  carrring  things  too  far. 

Revenge  comes  to  naught. 

Retaliation  breeds  retaliation. 

Physical  action  can  bring  legal  conse- 
quences. Concerning  the  futility  of  revenge, 


we  would  like  to  point  out  that  the  deface- 
ment of  projoerty  usually  causes  slight  in- 
convenience and  some  exiiense — a painted 
letter  is  hardly  a lasting  monument  to  the 
plory  of  a university. 

With  resiiect  to  the  repercussions  of 
retaliation  we  would  say  that  the  policy  of 
a tooth  for  a tooth  went  out  whent  the  is'ew 
Testament  improved  on  the  Old.  (Besides, 
you  paint  me  and  I’li  slam  you  and  I’ll  paint 
you  and  you’ll  slam  me  ad  infinitum  seems 
rather  pointless.) 

To  top  ou  rargument,  we  note  Dean  of 
Students  .J.  Elliot  Oameron  explained  BYU 
has  a reciprocal  agreement  with  the  Uni- 
versity of  Utah  under  which  anv  student 
I)articipating  in  destructive  rivalry  may  be 
thrown  out  in  the  cold  (expulsion  exix>ses 
one  to  the  draft)  or  fined,  or  both.  Plus,  the 
police  have  a wa.V'  of  frowning  on  mischief. 

So  we  advi.se  common  sense  for  any  cam- 
pus group  planning  on  compounding  the 
Univei’sit.v  of  Utah’s  maliciousness  bj’  circu- 
lating that  school’s  literar.v  failures.  ' 

We  exhort  the  student  bodies  of  both 
schools  to  maintain  the  spirit  of  good  clean 
rivalry. 

And  we  remind  the  Univereity  of  Utah 
that  sticks  and  Stones  may  break  our  bones, 
but  words  will  never  hurt  us.

The  Cougars  took  an  command- 
ing lead  in  total  offense,  as  they 
are  now  averaging  388.4  yards  per 
game.  Second-place  Wyoming  is 
averaging  335.9  yards  per  game. 
The  Cowboys  are  leading  the  con- 
ference in  rushing  with  a 169.3 
average. 

The  Cowboys  strengthened  their 
lead  in  all  defensive  categories  af- 
ter holding  Wichita  to  minus  85 
yards  on  the  ground  and  a net  total 
of  only  25  yards  while  crushing  the 
Shockers,  55-0.
